S.O. 2851.—Whereas clause (2) of article 81 of the Constitution of India aa 
applied to the State of Jammu and Kashmir provides that there shall be allotted 
to the Stale six seats in the House of the People and that the State shall be divided 
Into single member territorial constituencies by the Delimitation Commission in 
accordance with such procedure as the Commission may deem fit: 

The Delimitation Commission hereby publishes its proposals for the division 
of the said State into six constituencies and for the delimitation thereof and 
specifies the 12th October, 1906, aa the date on or after which the proposals will
